It may be a bit hard for the prac- 
tical farmer to see that there is any re- 
lationship between the care given these 
animals being prepared for the show 
and the care that he may be giving his 
commercial cattle.

Watch the length of the body, not 
from the end of the nose to the tip of 
the tail but the distance from the front 
legs to the hind legs. Long noses and 
long necks don’t add much value in the 
marketplace, but body length helps in 
the carcass contests and in production.

Better than Last Year 


P avor livestock 
farming has been running much better

than a year ago 
ceived by farmers for meat animals stand 
at 287 (using 1910-14 as 100) compared 
with 251 a year previous; for wool 317 
against 245; dairy products 247 against 
45. While stockmen’§ prices were up, 
the index of selling prices for feed grain 
and hay stood at 174 compared with 192 
in 1956. Results from livestock feeding 
should continue better in the next sev- 
eral months, 


Beef steers and heifers of the 
upper grades may move up a little in 
the next 4 months. They won't shoot up 
in late summer and early fall as they 
did in 1956; they are already $2-3 
higher. But whatever gain prices do 
make should be held better. 

With fat cattle prices up and feed 
costs down from-a year ago, average 
margins of cattle finishers have been at- 
tractive. They probably will continue 
so on fed cattle marketed in the near 
future, but will be narrowed later by the 
higher cost of feeders. Prices for grass 
cattle probably will trend moderately 
downward. They reached quite high 
levels in early summer when good grass 
nearly everywhere encouraged cattlemen 
to hold and put on more weight. This 
will throw an increased proportion of 
the supply on the fall market. 


Stocker and feeder cattle prices 
probably will have some seasonal de- 
cline, but it may be quite small until 
well into the fall months. Good grazing 
will limit offerings by growers. Many 
range producers will hold to put more 
growth on their cattle. 

It seems best to top out feedlots 
as cattle reach reasonably good finish for 
their kind instead of holding in hope of 
major price Wait for 
strong market days on which to sell, 


improvement, 


Buy feeders with some age if you want 
to do high pressure feeding for the fall 
market. For longer feeding, you can 
either buy feeders soon and graze down 
their cost, if you have the pasture, or 
wait for the lower prices that may come 
in October and November. Sell some 
grass cattle soon if they are in slaughter 
flesh instead of waiting until near frost. 


Hog growers have a fairly profit- 
able year ahead. They have been more 
conservative about expanding produc- 
tion than generally expected. They 
raised about the same number of spring 
pigs as in 1956 and plan an increase of 
only 1% in fall pigs. The 1957 crop 
promises to be only 90.2 million head 
against 89.7 raised in 1956, but 95.7 in 
1955, the crop which led to $11 hogs 
late that year. Even if the fall crop 
proves to be 3 or 4% larger than in 
1956, supply will not be excessive. 

The hog-corn ratio was 15.1 in June, 
however. With feed plentiful, such a 
ratio is almost certain to lead to a sub- 
stantial increase in the 1958 spring pig 
crop. Market supplies may become ex- 
cessive late next year. Prices will decline 
seasonally in the next 4 or 5 months. 
From the present $20 level for barrows 
and gilts, prices are likely to drop to 
$15-16 late in the year. 

It will be well to get as many 
spring pigs as you can ready for market 
in August and September. Top out down 
to 190-200 Ibs. on every good price 
bulge. Don’t sell below 190 Ibs. Dis- 
counts for underweights are already se- 
vere. Better sell feeder pigs rather than 
buy them. Keep all the sows you've bred 
for fall litters. But, better plan to cut 
back a little rather than to increase your 
breeding herd for 1958 spring pigs. 


Lamb prices probably will trend 
downward until late in the year, chop 
up and down a good deal. Look for mar-

ket peak about October. More of the 
range lambs are likely to be fat than 
in the last 2 or 3 years. Feeder lamb 
supplies will be short. A few contracts 
for wether lambs for fall delivery are 
reported at $18-18.50 a cwt. on the range. 

Top out when prices are in an up- 
move. Sell down to 80 lhs., if the lambs 
are on good pasture and fat. If you have 
plenty of late summer and fall pasture, 
or fence rows and ditch banks to clean 
up, and no sheep, look for thin lambs. 
Natives will do, if you treat them for 
parasites; will cost less than westerns. 

Wool prices probably will hold 
their spring gains. The incentive pay- 
ment on your 1956 wool will be 400% 
of the amount you received when you 
sold, and 71¢ a cwt. on the live weight 
of unshorn lambs sold. 


Milk prices will continue in a 
seasonal rise until production stops de- 
clining in November. They are a shade 
higher than last year. With feed costs 
down, net returns from cows are best 
in several years. 


Feed grain prices will be steady 
to lower in the next month or two, if 
the rest of the growing season is near 
average. Prices will depend partly on 
government supports which are lower 
for each feed grain than last season. 
This is still a good time to stock up oats 
and barley if you will need them later. 
If excessive rain damaged oats, barley 
or wheat at harvest in your area, they 
may be a cheap source of feed if you can 
use them quickly. Check grain soon 
after storage for heating or weevil. Plan 
to feed more sorghum grain. 

Hay prices probably are scraping 
bottom. Stock up now if you need more 
hay. Be sure it is well cured before 
storing. Hold on to your surplus. Plan 
to feed more hay in the season ahead

Or if you don’t live in Indiana why 
not give yourself a gold medal? The 
extra profit you make by accenting the 
efliciency of your pork-producing oper- 
ation will be as good as a couple of 
medals, since it’s hard to get the gold 
out of Fe. Knox anyway. All you have 
to do is to keep records: (1) Date and 
number of pigs farrowed in each litter. 
(2) Number of pigs weaned. (3) Date 
of sales. (4) Number sold. (5) Weights 
of hogs marketed. (6) Number and 
weight of any gilts saved for breeding 
or of hogs butchered at home. 

Let me show you what these gluts 
do to prices. The ag. economists made 
a study at Indianapolis—a big hog mar- 
ket—for 4 years. Say you let 100 equal 
the yearly average price paid for 220- 
lb. shotes, which is just about the weight 
your hogs should make in 6 months. 
Well the monthly index for January 
was off 1002 from the average.

You can learn all about 
sheep at the Fair by just taking a seat 
at the ringside, listening to the banter 
of the shepherds, and asking questions 
of the judge or superintendent. First 
notice how they hold one, left hand un- 
der the chin, right hand commanding 
the stance and attitude of the sheep. The 
worst faux pas is to dig your fingers 
into the wool roughly; or to lift a lamb 
by the fleece, causing a bruise. Keep the 
fingers together, whether parting the 
fleece shoulder, thigh, or 
gauging the fleshing on back, loin, rib 
or leg. Gently! Never yell at a sheep— 
unless, of course, some ornery old ram 
that thinks he knows it all. 

Yes, the incentive (40% of what 
your sales slips show you got for your 
wool) has caused the judges to examine 
even more closely the length, fineness 
and crimp of the staple attached to a 
clean, healthful, pink skin. Still 70% of 
sheep income is for the meat. So a 
blocky, level backed, deep twisted, 
plump-legged, well-fleshed lamb is what 
you want. If you watch them judge the 
wether lambs before going over to the 
breeding classes you'll soon get the idea.
